REPORT OF SCHOOLS, 


DISTRICT NO. 1 


J. D. Werks, Prudential Committee. Teacher first term, Miss 
Jessie M. Hosley, was dignified and sensible in her intercouse with 
pupils and parents. Miss H, is quite a thorough scholar, and upon 
any first visit the appearance of both teacher and pupils was favora- 
‘ble, but upon a second visit I came to the conclusion that the teacher 
did not take sufficient interest in the school, and that there was 4 
iack of enthusiasm on the part of the scholars, and one young lady 
exceeded her position. Iam of the opinion ‘that Miss HL. is not 
adapted to the business of school teaching, and that the district did 
mot receive an equivalent for the money expended. 

Teacher Second term, Miss Etta B. Thompson. Miss 'T. is the 
clearest mathematician upon the list of teachers, and her system of 
teaching in most respects is worthy of imitation. Miss T. gives 
double the amount of instruetion usually given by teachers in reading, 
and she will perform rightly more wers in the school roam than any 
teacher employed during the year. In most cases the teacher was 
faithful in the drill and review. 1 think that two advanced scholars 
would have been benefitted by a review, and I think that ruler came 
too near that little boy’s eye, and that the act was hazardous, and 
why was not writing taken up? Your money was well expended 
for the second term. Not absent one half day: Willie Hatch, Fred 
Richardson, Hugene Seavey, Henry Seavey, Burns Wallace. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Dexter Ricuarpson, Prudential Committee. Miss Alice M Flan- 
ders, teacher first term, Miss . was faithftl upon important points, 
and is theroughk and well posted ‘The teacher was obliged to spend 
too much time in maintaining order which was the fault of one or two 
pupils. I think that Miss F. would keep a fine school in No 14. 

Second term, Miss Hattie Huntington, and Mr. E. S. Ball, teach- 
ers. Miss. H. did her best to’maintain order, but became discour- 
aged, and some of the pupils were overbearing, and the school broke 
down after a few weeks owing to the indiscretion of the teacher and 
some of the parents of the distri-t. I was disappointed in Miss H's 
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ability to teach a village school. The school was continued by E. 
S. Ball, a teacher of first cMss ability, who won the respect of every 
parent ‘and pupil in the district, and he has the best wishes of your 
committee. Great progress was made in reading. With three or 
four exceptions this is the most backward school intown. Youneed. 
a first class‘teacher and more interest in your school on the part of 
parents, who would do well to keep their boys out of that store e7ve- 
nings. . 


DISTRICT NO. 3 


Hiram Cuurcn, Prudential Committee. Miss Ella 8. Dodge, 
teacher. Some were dissatisfied and some apprcved of Miss D’s 
course. I think the facts are that Miss D. lacks experience, and, 
perhaps judgment, but I think her motives were misunderstood and I 
think her intentions were good. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Henry G. Extior, Prudential Committee. Teacher, Miss Luella 
A. Campbell. Miss C. gave good satisfaction and the school room: 
appeared neat and the pupils appeared well. A small and not ad- 
vanced school, and good school house. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Josian Hurcurins, Prudential Committee. Teacher first term, 
Miss EllaS. Dodge. ‘This is a large school but not advanced, and 
the teacher should take especial pains in reading, spelling and pen- 
manship. I think that Miss D. did as well as we could expect an 
inexperienced teacher to do. 

Second term, teacher, Miss Georgia. A. Leavitt. This schoo? 
closed sooner than I expected, and I was two days tco late, there-~ 
fore I am somewhat in the dark. Miss Leavitt passed an average 
examination and her register was neatly “kept and exhibited some 
fine penmanship. This ‘district needs a teacher especially adapted to 
the wantsfof the pupils and certainly a teacher of great energy. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


J. B. Wuson, Prudential Committee. Miss A. E. Wilson, 
teacher. I found Miss W. doing a good business in the educational 
line, and the pupils here seemed to be in earnest to improve every 
hour of the school, Miss W. has improved by.experience, passes a 
a good examination in reading and spelling but not quite as good im 
mathematies.
